“The Christian Century” upholds propositions 15, 42, 45, 55, 
,and 77 as its own. Jesus Christ, in saying that men were to 
be-held responsible for not believing, certainly did not leave men 
free to embrace and profess the religion they shall believe true, 
uidéd by the light*of (their) reason” (prop. 15), yet the Papal 
ondemnation excites fears in the mind of the Century editor, it

| || THE CONGREGATION OF eos pila SERVANTS OF THE HOLY 
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. REVIOUS to the founding of the Congregation of Missionary Sisters, Servants 
of the Holy Ghost, pioneer Missionaries of the Society of the Divine Word 
entered upon their field of labor in pagan lands. There they soon realized that 
without the aid of a zealous Sisterhood their endeavors would not produce 
Satisfactory results. To meet this necessity, Rev. Arnold Janssen, Founder 

‘and Superior-General of their Society, at Steyl, Holland, began to consider 
the establishment of a Religious Community of women, desirous of consecra- 
ting their lives to the Missionary Cause. 

The means of carrying out this project presented itself in the request of 

a pious young woman who sought entrance to a Missionary Order. In 1881, no such Oré 

der had been established in that locality. Upon her application, Father Janssen dis- 

closed his intentions to her. She acquiescej and spent several years of preparation un- 

der his direction. During that time, others gathered around her, and on January 17, 1892, 

this little band of twenty received the religious habit. This was the nucleus of the Mis- 

sionary Community that was destined soon t> undertake God's work in the field afar. 

Once begun, the new institution quickly assumed large proportions. The rapidly 
increasing membership facilitated the introduction of a curriculum, in which the var- 
jous arts and sciences figured prominently. In short, a general, practical knowledge was 
inculcated and thus equipped, hundreds of noble-minded Sisters went forth to labor in 
the Harvest Field of the Divine Master. 

The blessirg of the Holy Ghost was evident in their undertakings. During the next 
thirty years, provinces were opened in Austria, Germany, Holland, North America, 
Brazil, Argentine, and numerous Sisters were active in the Philippine Islands, China, 
Japan, New Guinea, and the Sunda Islands. These missions were in a flourishing con- 
dition When a sudden crisis wa’ brought on by the World’s war. German Missionaries 
were driven from the British possessions, or requested to vacate before 1928. English- 
speaking Sisters are now everywhere in demand, and it devolves chiefly upon our Amer- 
ican Province to fill the vacancies. A new territory in China has lately been allotted to 
the Fathers of the Society ef the Divine Word in addition to their present large vicar- 
late, and they also appeal for Sisters for this province. 

Thus Providence and events have favored the many intelligent, energetic young Am- 
erican women who have entered, or are eager to embrace, the holy state that will en- 
able them to carry the faith to their suffering brethren in heathendom. The Mother- 
house, with its Novitiate, at Techny, Ill, has been the scene of preparation for such dur- 
ing the past twenty years. Besides the training of aspirants, the Sisters are success- 
fully conducting five large Mission Stations in the southern states of Mississippi and 
Arkansas; namely, Greenville, Little Rock, Vicksburg, Jackson, and Meridian. In Dee- 
ember, 1921, the first American Sisters, S. Sp. S., embarked for their mission in New 
Guinea, and soon after others departed for the Philippines. 

The harvest is ripe, but the laborers are still comparatively few. In these modern 
times when our American people are looking upon Missionary work, not as a novelty, 
but as a necessity and a. duty, it is hoped that the growing generation will respond gen- 
erously to the call and join the ranks of the heroic army of Missionaries.—Sister Wil- 
libuldi, Provincial Superior.

that we believed in the apostolic suc- 
cession—in other words, in the Sac- 
rament of Orders; and it was difficult 
to ignore the plain command of St. 
James as to Extreme Unction—in- 
deed, I have never been able to un- 
derstand, saye on the basis of Lauth- 
er’s well-known saying that the Epis- 
tle of James was “a matter of straw,” 
how Protestants evade compliance 
with this text. 

As to externals, although in those 
days these had developed but little, 
the principle of them waa laid dowt. 
We were told—and I do not see how 
any one can deny it—that there were 
two rituals authorized by Almighty 
God—the ancient Jewish rite, and the 
mystical vision of the Apocalypse. In 
both were found the symbolic use of 
vestments and incense, music and 
nowhere did we find any 
indication that these externals were 
to be done away, and we knew that 
the Christian Church adopted them 
from as early a period as was possi- 
ble. The English Church, indeed, was
